proceed, without the leaft Fear of incurring the Penalty of 
Treafinable Pra&ices and Profecutions; which a certain 
Wit has thought fit to revive againft his old Acquaintance 
the Printers, Hawkers, and Mercuries, to thew his Zeal 
and Attachment to his new Friends, who have vouchfafed 
to admit him into a State of Probation upon Terms. 

It is‘to the various Arts and indireét Praftices of the 
Septemvirate, at the B~—d of Perquifite and Fraud, that 
we owe all the Canfes of our Complaint: Several of our 
Species are, contrary to all Rule, Difcretion, and Judg- 
ment, unfeafonably driven from their Habitations in the 
Country up to London; where inftead of being tiken proper 
Care of, for the Purpofes defigned,’ they are no fooner ar-

filthy Rag-Pickers, Canaille-Rakers, and itinking Cinder. 
Wenches; expofed as well to the wanton Lathes, Cuts 
and Jerks of the boilt’rous Tribes oi Hackney-\ 1w¢ men 
and Cartmen, as to that of every Coxcomb cat can crack 
a Whip over a Sunday Chale! Reduc'd to the hard Ne- 
ceflity of feeding on dead Dogs and Cats, dead rlorizs and 
dilteimper’d Cows, with rorcer Turnip Tops, Cabvage 
Leaves, ‘Cucamber Parings, and the withered Pods of 
their former cood, Peafe and Beans: Difimal Situation | 

As moft of our Females that are compelled thus to enter 
upon this Town Way of Life, become debauch’d, it is no 
Wonder if they become foon pregnant; yet thefe, though 
ever fo near their Time, are, without Scruple, forc’d, un- 
diftinguith'd among the Crowd, inte the Public Service 5 
where they are immediately drefs'd and equipp'd up for Sea, 
to the great Deftruction of our Species in Embrio. Such 
are the pernicious Practices of the Septemvirate and their 
Agents, and fuch their moft unnatural Murder !

And which way foever Things turn we have ftill gained 
the End — which was to make a powerful Diver- 
fion by obliging the Enemy to detach from the Low- 
Countries that great Number of Men that have been fent 
into Provence. This muft have put them to prodigious 
, befides what the Subfiftance of our Army has 
colt them in the mean Time. Befides, this Reinforce- 
ment cannot return into the Low-Countries all the next 
Campaign : For if Count Brown fhould be obliged to quit 
Provence, and repafs the Varo, the principal Object 
would be ftill the fame, as the Proximity of the Auitrians 
and Piedmontefe Army, which may be every Day rein- 
forced, will oblige the French and Spaniards to keep their 
Forces together, in order to prevent a frefh Invafion. This 
Diverfion thus favours the Difpofitions made for the ap- 
proaching Campaign in the Netherlands, a Campaign 
which we have Reafon to think, will produce Events 
that may be decifive. Thefe Difpofiuons, however, 
have ftilla Tendency to promote the falutary Work of a 
general and honourable Peace ; a Work wi:ich her Im- 

rial Majefty has entirely at Heart, amougit all her Mi- 
Saer Preparations, as is evident, by the laft Inftreétions 
fent to the Plenipotentiary that is to appear in her Name 
at Breda.”
